It is recognize@l that there 
is dynamite in the proposition and a 
wave of adverse sentiment might 
easily make it impossible to obtain the 
necessary two-thirds vote fr ratifica- 
tion. 
Just as the senate rejected the 
treaty of Versailles and the: league of 
nations pact, in the shaping, of which 
Woodrow Wilsen had a dominant part, 
so may this country, despite its spon- 
sorship of the Kellogg treatty, again 
withhold its approval. 

President Coolidge already has taken 
the lead in advocacy of the proposi- 
tion and is likely to carry a fight for 
ratification of the treaty to the coun- 
try if opposition continues to develop.

“ Article 1. The high contracting 
parties solemnly declare in the names 
of their respective peopies that they 
condemn recourse to war for the so- 
lution of international controversies 
and renounce it as an instrument in 
their relations with one another. 
“‘*Article 2. The high contracting 
parties agree that the settlement, or 
solution of all disputes or conflicts, 
of whatever nature or of whatever 
origin they may be, which may arise 
among them, never shall be sought 
except by pacific means.” 
Assurances by Secretary Kellogg in 
a note transmitted to the other pow- 
ers that the treaty would not pre- 
vent defensive warfare were a factor 
in obtaining approval of the docu- 
ment. 
Free to Defend Territory. 
“There is nothing in the American 
draft of an anti-war treaty which re- 
stricts or impairs in any way the 
right of self-defense,” said Mr. Kel- 
logg. “That right is inherent in 
every sovereign state and is implicit in 
every treaty. Every nation is free 
at all times and regardless of treaty | 
provisions to defend its territory from 
attack or invasion, and it alone is 
|\competent to decide whether circum- 
stances require recourse to war in 
self-defense. 
“If it has a good case, the world 
will applaud and not condemn its 
action. Express recognition by treaty 
of this inalienable right, however, 
gives rise to the same difficulty en- 
countered in any effort to define ag- 
gression. It is the identical question 
approached from the other side. 
“Inasmuch as no, treaty provision 
can add to the natural right of gelf- 
defense, it is not in the interest of 
peace that a treaty should stipulate a 
juristic conception of self-defense 
since it-is far too easy for the un- 
scrupulous to mold events to accord 
with an agreed definition.”

In truth, 
the two cannot be kept apart; and though the 
nineteenth century, with its long and bitter “ war- 
fere of science and theology,” may have seemed 
:0 acquiesce in a cynicism like that of the domes- 


he “couldn’t get along with her or without her,” 
it may be that tke twentieth century has some- 
thing more felicitous in store. If religion is true, 
it has a bearing at least upon the final reading 
of the scientist's data and discoveries. If science 
is true, a religion which would ignore, permanent- 
ty and completely, the facts and hypotheses of 
science cannot count upon an indefinite future. 
Its “expectation,” in the life insurance sense, is 
limited and its days are numbered; probably the 
next generation or two, if modern education con- 
tinues, will see its finish. 


A true religion has 


nothing to fear from a true 
science, from a science willing to admit the lim- 
ited and .really abstract range of its investiga- 
tions, and to recognize that for a full and com- 
plete account of existence, other facts, values, and 
hypotheses are necessary in addition to those with 
which science ordinarily deals. It is only the fear 
of new ideas, an intellectually lazy conservatism, 
or even a covert skepticism, that has terrorized 


tific account of the world. On the other hand, a 
true science has nothing to fear at the hands of 
a true religion. Many of the great names in 
modern scientific history, including the science of 
today, are those of religious men; and if you call 
the roll of the real leaders in Christian history, | 
including the present, i. «., the true prophets, the 
creative minds, the men in whom the genius of 
the Christian religion is genuinely expressed, how 
many of them have been or are persecutors or 
antagonists of science? As Newman Smyth once

Free Lance Organization 


Would “Save” Reds.

Pastor William Fetler is the organ- 
iger of this free lance evangelical or- 
ganization. He spoke in Chicago at 
the Moody Bible institute four years 
ago, after having béen expelled from 
Russia for his religious work. Mr. 


Fetler, who is a Latvian subject, now 
is in California, collecting money, ac- 
cording to the journal. 

Of the $1,000,000 fund, $300,000 is 
scheduled to pay for publishing bibles, 
testaments, and religious literature 
destined for Russia, which the soviet 
government prohibits from being im- 
ported into the country at present. 


Have Few Missionaries. 


Investigating the activities of the 
society here, it was found that Mr. 
Petler collected large sums of money 
im recent years in the United States 
and England, ostensibly for enlarg- 
ing missionary activities in Russia. 
The acting head of the organization | 
here refused to divulge the number 
of missionaires in Russia, but ad- 
mitted the number was small, and 
said the society at present has 65,000 
Russian Bibles stored in Riga which 
they are unable to forward to Russia. 

The American headquarters of the 
Fetler organizationeare located at 
1844 West Monroe street, Chicago, 
where the Rev. E. Shields officiates. 

It was found that much money col- 
lected by Pastor Fetler is used to pub- 
lish a small journal called “ Friends 
of the Missions;’”” which is mailed 
monthly to thousands of religious peo- 
ple in America who are asked for 
contributions. The journals and 
Bibles are published in a large mod- 
ern printing plant in Riga, which is 
said tp be owned by Mr. Fetler pri-

Traffic Experts.

Next in importance to the problem 
of providing adequate width of 
. streets and highways for motor traf- 
fic and smooth paved surface there-

on, is the ter of preventing the 
clogging of th arteries with parked 
ears. 


Sufficiently wide streets, with grade 
separations that will permit rapid and 
continuous movement of traffic, un- 
doubtedly stand as most essential if 
there is to be increased use of motor 
vehicles and as a result increased ben- 
€fits from it. 

Parking of cars along the sides of 
traveled streets is becoming to be 
considered as out of order, if not an 

“Obsolete practice. Such parking is 
shown, upon analysis, to be too ex- 
travagant a habit for even such a 
prosperous nation as this. Use of 
twenty feet of street surface for dead 
vehicles violates all economic prin- 
ciples, when it is considered that the 
twenty feet rendered useless to traf- 
fic may have cost millions of dollars 
per running city block—and is worth 
when used. 

Parking Defeats Objects. 

The vast sums willingly paid for 
widening streets are predicated upon 
the benefits to be yielded in the pro- 
vision of space for vehicular traffic. 
If immediately the portion gained by 
the widening is taken up by dead or 
approximately dead storage of cara, 
the object sought is defeated. 

Thus disposing, by wave, of the 
hand, the costly and objectionable cus- 
tom of using, as outdoor garages, 
streets built for the purpose of pro- 
viding means for moving traffic, the 
questionnaires as to what disposition 
can be made of standing vehicles if 
the streets are denied them. 

A number of solutions have been 
put forward. Chicago, having the 
good fortune to reclaim a large area 
of lake frontage, has a place for im- 
moblie vehicles which is fairly fitted 
tor the purpose and which does not 
outrage the sensibilities of the econo- 


mist. 
Expense Is Justified. 


While the site of the parks has been 
acquired at considerable expense, it 
has been a public expense, undertaken 
for the relief of all citifens by fur- 
nishing space for rest, recreation, and 
relaxation. The streets have been 
provided for a wholly different pur- 


pose. 

Loiterers on the streets are arrested 
for doing s0; loiterers in parks are ¢en- 
(guraged. Custona, differentiates be- 
tween the uses of accommodations. 

Uther alties bave not Chicago's ad- 
vantage. A large part of Chicago's 
business community cannot or does 
not take advantage of the Grant park 
solution. So Chicago is equally inter- 
ested with other populous centers in 
meeting the parking problem. 

3 Meeting the Problem. 

. Of the obvious escapes from this 
situation the following probably are 
most generally accepted: 

Use of the roofs of business buildings 
in the business area for day storage. 

Use of vacant property in and adja- 
cent to business centers for absentee 
vehicles. 

Use of selected etreets and stub end 
thoroughfares which carry little traffic 
and seldom any through travel in the 
™\"@ surrounding the business center. 

v.. Of vacant property adjacent to 
elevated stations or street car centers 
outside the business district, from 
which point motorists cculd proceed to 
town by rail. 

Use of downtown garages, the deveb 
opment of which is now reaching ex- 
tensive proportions. 

Free Parking the Problem. 

While huge garage -buildings are 
being erected in many cities and pro- 
vide for the storage of an increasing 
number of cars for a fee, the develop- 


ment of this utility does not answer || 


the question of the mass motorist 
who uses this form of transportatior. 
as an economic measure. 

The charge of a dollar a day for 
downtown parking puts that service 
cut of the reach of the general run of 
motorists who use their cars to carry 
them to and from their employment. 

Logically, then, the problem that 
faces the populous districts of the 
nation is how to store cars without 
specific charge. The average car 
owner who lives in apartment house 
accommodations ig compelled to pay 
$15 to $25 a month for night storage. 
Add a similar amount for day stor- 
age near the place of employment ana 
it places a liability of $30 to $50 a 
month merely to have a car. Opera 
tion is estimated at another $10 to $15 
& month and the total amount to a 
sum which bars the wage earner from 
possession of and automobile for 
ulility purposes. Transportation in 
other forms is available at from $6 
tc $10 a month. 


Builders Awake to Situation. 


Architects’ associations and buildeis 
awake tothe situation and ar- 
making efforts to induce the construc- 
tion of roof garages in congested 
Sreas, and the utilization of offset roof 
shace in the case of tower structures. 

That some success has been 
achieved thus far is indicated by the 
illustration reproducing a scene in 
New York City. 

Parking yards near elevated sta- 
tions in New York and Boston have 
sprung up in large numbers within 
the last two or three years. Traffic 
oMicials in New York stated that more 
tman £00,000 cars are parked daily 
in yards adjacent to elevated or sub- 
way stations north of 72d street. In 
Brooklym they say, a similar parking 
custom is in effect. 

Not Werried About Uenters. 


Authorities of both New York and 
Boston express themselves as not be- 
ing interested in caring for motor 
vehicles which penetrate to the cen- 
termost business areas. They hold 
that if people care to drive into this 
unwieldly mass of pedestrians and 
motor and horse traffic, they can do 
it at their own convenience.

But mental hygienists 
agree that if you wish to get the best 
out of life you have to face life, face 
it squarely and play the game through 
honestly and without make-believe.

If this principle were applied to

Children Proves That 


Environment Can, 
Work Wonders. 


OMETIMES I think children 

turn out just as well if you 

don’t devote so much atten- 

tion to thef® bringing 
said a nervous and discouraged 
mother to me one day, after she had 
seen. her model children demoralized, 
as Bhe called it, by playing with 
youngsters, whose ways were nothing 
for hers to emulate. Meh 

And many people have that feeling 
especially people of an earlier gen- 
eration or two. 

“They'll come out all right. Don't 
take them so seriously.. Aren't you 
going to give their heredity any 
credit? That tells.” 

And it does, in a measure. To ob- 
serve the variations in children’s ap- 
pearance and character and talents, 
and to account for them visibly by 
inheritance is fascinating. To see boys 
and girls develop into fine men and 
women in spite of disadvantages and 
because of inherent force is interest- 
ing. They may suffer unnecessarily 
as children anJ struggle as grown- 
ups to do so-—but still it is inter- 
esting and it demonstrates to our 
minds the power of heredity. | 

But those who win against odds are 
the rare ones, the. ones we notice. 

« And those who succumb to disadvan- 
tages —- physically and mentally and 
spiritually—we don't see. Or if we 
do, we are not apt to attribute their 
failure in life io environment but to 
heredity. | 

Influences Are Stressed. 

And right here is where we make 
our great mistake. Judges of chil- 
dren's courts, social workers, those 
interested in the placing-out: of chil- 
dren in homes, or their actual adap- 
tion, place the greater emphasis on 
the. influences that surround a child 
ac he is growing up, not on his hered-

are anxious to know whether he is

Putting aside the fact that adoptios 
in babyhood is most successful be- 


cause then the benign influences begin 


early, here are some facts which can 
not help prove interesting to you if 


you are interested in children. 


_ Food for Thought. / 
First, the definite statement was 


“made asa result of the investigation 


that ‘children taken from degraded 


. surroundings and placed at an early 


age in good horfs have intelligence 
as high as the average child, and that 
their progresa, in school and their con- 
duct are as good as the progress o-: 
‘conduct of children in general.”” Here 


‘is food for thought based on records 
scientifically made. . 


On the whole, the foster children 
who were studied came from inferior 
homes and their own parents were not 
fitted to care for them. They came 
from a social order whose ctidren 


poor work in school, progress: 


slowly, drop out early, enter a lowly 
occupation and ultimately fill our jails, 
our poorhouses and charitable insti- 
tutions,"””’ when they grow up in thei: 
own es with their parents by 
Dlood. 

But put into foster homes, these 
children showed a tremendous gain. 
It was possible to find a large group 
who had been tested before they were 
adopted and a certain length of time 
after. -Their gain \was made in spite 
of handicaps, too. One of these was 
‘the fact that the children averaged 
8 years of age at the time of their 
adoption and that is an age at which 
a. child's mental habits are pretty 
well set. The other handicap was 
that they were not placed in the best 
of the foster homes. In spite of that 
their gain was great. 

; Beter Home, Better Children. 

Now here is another interesting 
conclusion ;— and in interpreting the 
terms poorer and better homes you 


’ neturally realize that they do not re- 


fer only to the material status of 
the home. 

It was supposed that children put 
into the, better homes gained faster 
than those in the poorer homes. To 
test this theory the group was divid- 
ed into two smaller groups—one made 
up of the children who had been taken

“The forests of Quebec are rich in.

ing up freely in the wake of the great 
fires, but the ‘blueberry, the bilberry, 
or whortleberry of France, is of all 
the most abundant and delicious. The 
gathering of them from July to Sep- 
tember is an industry for many fam- 
ilies who spend a whole day in the 
woods, . . . Others only gather them 
for theif own use, either to make 
‘jam or the“famous pies national to 
French Canada. But whole families 
used*>to camp for a week or more, 
about the first of September, at the 
great blueberry “bogs, only a short 
ride away from that great 
summer resort, Bar Harbor.” 

The paragraph in “ Maria Chapde-:

harder to pick over than other ber- 
ries, and twice as expensive now-, 
adays; but it will go much farther and 
is useful even in jelly making, since 
.it contains. valuable pectin—a recent 
discovery. 

There are poor ways . of. picking 
over blueberries of the ordinary sort 
that soon make them seem poor and 
poorer. “A good way to pick them 
over for any service is to spread a 
handful on a white dinner plate. This 
keeps the mass from getting mussed, 
a it is easy to pick out and reject 
the imperfect ones when they are 
spread on a* white surface. We like 
the substantial or. firm plate; but 
white paper can be used. 

One of the less common uses of 
the bideberry is to have it hot, but 
not cooked. Glazed blueberries are 
interesting and even chatming, and 

e' recommend them. to persons who 
cannot eat cold fruit for breakfast. 

Pick over and wash the berries and 
let them drain well. or long. enough 
so that the sugar, when added ‘to 
them, will not lump. ‘Then just, 
sprinkle them with sugar and put. 
them into a frying pan in which 
there is a little hot melted butter. 
Shake them for about two minttes or 
until a sirup forms, and each berry 
looks like a little dark round mirror. 

It is perfectly reasonable to eat 
cream with these if you want to, and 
they may be used in various ways 
for desserts, such as piling them on a 


» 


cream \.with or putting them 
in small tart shells to have some 
whipped cream with them. Exceed- 
ingly attractive little desserts can be 
made thus. 

It seems the woodsman makes bDlue- 
berry pancakes to please the hunts- 
men he guides, and particularly him- 
self. These used to be made as big 
as a dinner plate, buttered and gener- 
ously sugared while hot, and piled 
high one on top of another, and then 
the pile cut down through to get lay- 
ered sector servings. But a batter 
that “will produce better results than 
that of the old fashioned sour milk 
pancake batter, so often used for blue- 
berry pancakes, is this: One cup flour, 
two tablespoons sugar, one-fourth tea} 
spoon of salt—these all mixéd togeth- 
er. Then beat one egg, then a cup 
of sour cream with it, with one-half 
teaspoon of soda, Save out a little 
of the flour mixture to flour the blue- 
berries, then combine the two mikx- 
tures. | 

Add to the batter thus prepared 
from one-half to three-fourths of @ cup 
of floured blueberries, mixing them 
carefully into the batter so as not to 
break them. Heat a large griddle 
slowly, oil it and bake pancakes of 
the size made by one tablespoon of 
the batter, getting at least six to the

Berry Tea Cake or Sally Lunn. 
_ Either of these batters may be baked 
as a tea cake, but some people like 
a rea] blueberry cake to eat with but- 
ter for this, one with a sugary crust 
which is practically a cup cake with 
berries, and one containing one cup 
of sugar, one-half cup of butter, two 
eggs, one cup of milk, two cups of 
flour or less, two to four teaspoons 
baking powder and a cup of floured 
blueberries. 

Divide the sugar, butter and number 
of eggs and we get the regulation muf- 


fin, and with one egg gone we can 


use a little more than two cups of 
flour, but always avoid getting a stiff 
fruit muffin of any sort. 

‘The old fashioned ‘blueberries and 
rich milk with no sugar was a way of 
serving these berries that can be rec- 
ommended for breakfast or luncheon. 
In cooking the berries the sugar used 
in the batter is almost needed to 
sweeten them and make them more 
agreeable, but they may be used \in 
little batter pudding without stgar. 
These, however, almost demand sugar 
with the cream when served. — 

Our favorite batter for this is: One 
cup flour, three-fourths cup sweet 
milk, two teaspoons baking powder, 
one-half teaspoon salt, fruit, or add 
two tablespoons of sugar with a fresh 
fruit and a little melted butter. _ 

Blueberry Tea Cake. : 

One-half cup sugar, a little butter 
which can be spared, one-half cup of 
well whisked sour milk, one well beat- 
en egg, one cup sifted flour added to 
wet one-fourth at a time, one-half cup 
or more of washed, dried and floured 
blueberries—require but one teaspoon 
of flour. 

This small amount of batter will 
make a sheet seven by ten inches in 
size which will cut inta a dozen nice 
squares of cake. It makes one-half 
cup of blueberries go a long way. It 
can be baked in tiny muffins; It is 
as good or better cold than hot.

I have found it an 
immense help in reaching countless 
numbers of people who have no defi- 
rite affiliations with the churches. 
They are not irreligious. Far from it. 
They are deeply moved by spiritual 
realities and are a very large group 
presenting a fascinating field for re- 
ligious enterprise. If the radio indus.

Washington,. D. C., Aug. 26.—)— 
While membérs of the federal radio 
commission have divergent opinions 
on the methods of allocation and the 
limitation of station power, they are 


in accord on the usefulness of small 
stations that give good programs of 
community interest. 

The commissioners were impressed 
by the showing made by representa- 


at the hearings granted 126 broadcast- 
ers, who had been cited to show cause 
why their licenses should not be re- 
voked in the public interest. 

Additional evidence of the popular- 
ity of some of these community sta- 
tions was revealed in the flood of let- 
ters from listeners urging their re- 
tention. Judge Ira E. Robinson, who 
has iss few statements: since he 
became airman of the commission, 
has indicated on several occasions his 
approval of the smal] stations. 

Even Commissioner O. H. Caldwell, 
who is an advocate of high power for 
the larger stations, declares he is a 
staunch supporter of the local station 
where it does not interfere with the 
genera] service rendered by the big 
stjidios. 

“The usefulness of every home ra- 
dio receiver will be expanded, if in 
addition to the general programs there 
is also made available a place on the 
dial where the listener can tune in his 
town or county transmitter and hear
